FOUND GUILTY 
OF TREACHERY 


James Curran Escaped but 
Couldn’t Stand Disgrace 
and Killed Self. 


New York, August 15.—Brooding over 
undeserved disgrace due to charges of 
treachery during the South African wear, 
James Curran, a silversmith and veteran 
of the Boer army, committed suicide in 
his Brookiyn lodgings. Curran was a 
native of Ireland. When the war be- 
tween Great Britain and the Boers broke 
out h@é was at work in the Kimberly 
mines. He raised a company of scouts, 
of which he became captain. This com- 
pany was successful for a time, but in 
a skirmish before Ladysmith the whole 
ccmpany was wiped out, all the members 
being killed or captured by the British. 

Captain Curran was made a priéoner, 
but within a week he escaped and re- 
joineq the Boer army. There he was 
accused of having led his men into a 
trap. He was found guilty and was sen- 
tenced to be shot, but escaped two days 
before the proposed execution. Making 
his way to Cape Town, Curran tovk 
ship for America and secured employ- 
ment. 

A few weeks ago Curran gave away 
bis sword, saying he could not bear the 
sizhi of it longer, as it continuously re- 
minded him of his gisgrace.

Week in New York 


Trouble Threateng To Put a Stop to 
the Buildings for Months to Come. 
There Are Now About Thirty 
Thousand Men Out 
of Work. 


New York, August 1!8.—Today began 
the third and possibly the decisive week 
in the controversy which threatens to 
put a stop to the buildings in this city 
for months to come. It is declared py 
the leaders of both sides that everything 
points to a fight to a finish between the 
labor unions and the building trades em- 
ployers’ association over the question of 
the open shop. There are now about 30,- 
000 men out of work including skilled me- 
chanics and laborers, as the result of the 
present difficulty. The employers declare 
that they are determined that the arbi- 
tration agreement adopted a year ago 
shall be respected with the open shcep 
policy as the alternative. 

In connection with work on the Rapid 
Transit subway, where the original dis- 
pute arose, fhere ts a possibility of steps 
toward settlement, arrangements having 
been made for a conference between the 
unionS’ and Contractor McDonald. Thir- 
teen organizations of workmen will be 
represented. ’ 

Counsel for the building trades’ alliance 
have announced their determination to 
push the sult in which it is sought to 
have the employers’ association declared 
an illegal combination. It is the law~ 
yer’s intention to apply at once for a 
court order allowing inspection of the 
association’s books and papers.

Police Believe There Is More Behind 
the Affair Than Is Apparent.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)—Who 
is the stranger now lying on the cooling 
boards in Hart's undertaking parlors, 
placed there by ‘the aid of morphine and 
his own hands several days ago? 

That is a question which is giving the 
police no Httle concern and which is 
causing Undertaker Jesse Hart to hold 
the body in the hope that relatives of 
the dead man may be found and save 
him from occugying a grave in the Pot- 
ters’ field. That this man, who register- 
ed as Harry E. Mitchell of Richmond, 
Va., came from a good family and was 
refined @nd educated there can be little 
doubt, and it is the opinion of the police 
that he was under an assumed name 
when he swallowed enough of the deadly 
drug to kill fifteen men and that he took 
every precaution to conceal his identity. 
Places generally arranged on t&e inside 
of coats for the name of The wearer had 
been carefully removed ang every scrap 
of paper and letters which might lead 
to the man’s identity had been 
destroyed. 

The suicide is surrounded with an air 
of mystery which puzzles the police and 
causes them to believe there is consider- 
ably more behind the affair than has been 
apparent. The man was well dressed 
and everything he had with the exception 
of the cheap watch, was of good quality, 


Since the suicide has been at the morgue | 


Undertaker Hart has received a large 


number of letters from friends and rela- | 


tives of missing persons and several have 
called in an effort to identify the re- 
mains. 

This afternoon Professor W. A. Cate, 
of Arabi, arrived in Macon and visited 
the morgue to ascertain if the dead man 
was his son who has been away on his 
vacation.

Receites Quick Justice 


There Were Less Than One Hundred 
People in the Courtroom When 


the Verdict Was Heceived 
and No Demonstra- 
tion Was Made. 


Statesboro, August 15.—(Special.)— 
At 7:18 o’clock tonight the jury in 
the case of the State v. Will Cato re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, after being 
out eight minutes.

Every train that came 
in brought tremendous crowds. Both rail.

In spite of the immense crowds every- 
thing passed in a very orderly way, and 
there has been no sérious threat of dis- 
turbance from. any quarter. Last night 
the local military company was called 
out about |! o'clock. 

A crowd of about 150 men had gathered 
on the court house square and there 
appeared to be some considerable ex- 
citement, but when ordered to disperse 
they did so without any trouble, Court 
opened with Judge A. F. Daly presiding. 

Rev. Hodges Prays. 

Rev. Harmon Hodges, of Texas, former- 
ly of this county, a brother of the mur- 
dered man, was present and opened the 
court with prayer and afterwards made a 
short address to the crowd, in which he 
begged his listeners not to do anything 
rash, but to let the law take its due 
course. He made a very eloquent and 
touching appeal to the people of the 
county, and it is believed that his ad- 
dress had a great deal to do with keeping 
down any disturbance through the day, 

On the opening of court, the grand jury 
was quickly called, and Judge Daly 
charged them as to the special investiga- 
tion before them and they returned a 
bill before dinner against Paul] Reed and 
Will Caton, the two negroes that are so 
generally believed to be the guilty par- 
ties. The court reconvened in the af- 
ternoon, and the caseS were promptly 
sounded. Messrs, D. R. Groover, A. M. 
Deal, Howell Cone, J. J. E. Anderson and 
K. A. Corry were appointed by Judge 
Daly to represent the defendant, These 
are all local attorneys. 

Savannah Lawyer €tays Away. 

The Savannah lawyer, who had been em- 
ployed in the case, J. E. Merick, failed 
to show up. There was considerable feel- 
ing manifested against his coming, and 
he evidently took warning and chose to 
remain at home, as he wired his resigna- 
tion to Judge Daly early in the day be- 
fore court convened. 

Upon the call of the case Solicitor Bp. T. 
Rawhngs announced that the state would 
sefer, and would put Will Cato on trial] 
first. He is being assisted in the prose. 
cution Dy J. A. Brannen and H. B. 
Strange. A trial jury was soon caught, it 
having taken less than fifteen minutes to 
secure the jury, and the trial began. 

The jury is composed of the following 
named twelve men; John W. Graham, 
George E. Wilson, J. E. Anderson, B. FP, 
Porter, Jackson W. Mikell, H. J. Proctor, 
Jr., George A. Hart, E. A. Proctor, P. T, 
Brannen, J. D. McElven, Madison War- 
ren and J. Dan Hagins.

She testified that when they finally 
came back, after the burning, about ! 
o'clock in the night, they told her all 
about the killing and she gave all the 
gruesome details of their horrible crime 
just as they told it to her.. She said they 
threatened her if she evef told it that 
she would be killed, and she explained 
that was the reason she didn’t tell any- 
thing until after they had both been 
caught. | 

Her story corresponds in every detail 
with what she told before the coroners 
inquest. Both of the defendants showed 
signs of restlessness during her testi- 
mony. Reed seemed at times to be great- 
ly amused at parts of her story.

Cato’s Statement. 


Cato made a short statement and ad- 
mitted that he was asked by Reed to go 
with him and three other negroes, whose 
names he did not give, to Mr. Hodges’ 
house, but that he did not go, but went 
to his own home. He denied having any- 
thing do with the crime. The jury only 
deliberated a short while and brought 
in a verdict finding Will Cato guilty. Paul 
Reed will be put on trial tomorrow morn- 
ing. There wes much talk of lynching this 
afternoon, but the crowd could not agree 
on this polnt, but now all danger of a 
lynching has passed. 


Savannah, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)— 
A composite company of sixty men from 
the First regiment of infantry, Georgia 
state troops, left at I! ‘clock for States- 
boro, where the murderers of the Hodges 
family are to be tried today. Advices 
from Statesboro at 11:15 o'clock say the 
court is in session.

The record for precipitation was made, 
1898. This date will 
be remembered, as it was during the 
reunion of the confederate veterans that 
it occurred, and greatly interfered with 
the parade on that occasion. It ' was 
during this storm that .39 of an inch 
fell in five minutes, and this 
has ever been the record for 
Atlanta. A few figures for that par- 
ticular storm, which every. one remem- 
bers, are certain to prove interesting.

.39 of an inch; ten minutes, .72 of an 
inch; fifteen minutes, .98 of an inch; 
twenty minutes, 1.20 inches; twenty-five 
minutes. 1:58 inches, and thirty minutes, 
1.80 inches. In the first hour 2.29 inches 
of rain fell. These are the record figures 
so far as Atlanta is concerned. 

The record rainfall for the United 
States was made at Alexandria, La., 
June !5 and 16, when within twenty- 
four hours 21.4 inches fell in 1886. The 
world’s record for rainfall was made at 
Bengal, India, September 13, 1879, when 
within twenty-four hours 35 inches. of 
rain fell.

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THE L. & N. TERMINAL SETTLEMENT, AND THE VIADUCT. 


At last the way seems to be clear for a settlement of the Louisville and 
Nashville freight terminal question and the building of the Washington street 
viaduct, under conditions which, while, in many respects, not so favorable 
to the city as the terms obtained by the two council committees which ne 
gotiated with the Louisville and Nashville management when these ques- 
tions were before council last February, are yet in the main satisfactory. 

Under the new terms as submitted to council, and now unanimously 

approved by those who combatted and defeated the proposition made in 
February, the city gains_practically no more than was conceded in the Feb- 
ruary negotiations. More than that, the city loses Waverly Place and does 
not get the new street offered for it in February, through the Louisville 
and Nashville property, from Washington street to Central avenue. Waverly 
Place is:to be sold outright for $50,000, which is to be applied to the build- 
ing of the proposed Washington street viaduct, and the city yields the con- 
tention for a street parallel to Waverly Place and connecting the two streets 
now joined by that single block avenue. 
Under the negotiations of February the railroads were to guarantee 
perpetual easement to the city for the building of a viaduct from Wash- 
ington street across their tracks, the city to bear the expense of construct- 
ing the approaches to the viaduct, and the railroads to pay for that part of 
the viaduct “extending across the lands of the said railroad companies.” 

It is estimated that the cost of that part of the viaduct spanning the 
railroads will be from $50,000 to $65,000. This cost the city must now as- 
sume, the idea being that payment is to be made from the $50,000 for 
which Waverly Place is sold. Under the terms as considered in February 
the railroads themselves would have had to pay for this part of the viaduct, 
and a street paralleling Waverly Place would have been reserved for the city. 

In discussing this matter in its issue of February 21, when it appeared 
that the council committees had reached an agreement with the Louisville 
and Nashville management, The Constitution editorially said: 

It is a matter for general felicitation that the negotiations concerning the new 
Louisville and Nashville terminals in Atlanta have assumed a phase which prac- 
tically guarantees the completion of the work on the broad scope as planned, and 
which, at the same time, leaves the way open for the Washington street via- 
duct to be built at such time as the city may be prepared for the undertaking. 

As already reported in The Constitution, the unanimous report of the bridge 
and street committees of council is that, speaking generally, the concessions 
asked for be granted upon condition that in making the contemplated improve- 
ments an unobstructed way be left open for the Washington street viaduct exten- 
sion and that whenever the city is prepared to assume the expense of construct- 
ing the approaches to the viadyct, the railroads shall pay for that part of the 
viaduct ‘‘extending across the land of the said railroad companies.’’ The city is to 
decide when it wants the viaduct, and how it is to be constructed. When constructed 
the city is to pay for the approaches and the railroads for the viaduct span from 
abutment to abutment, over the tracks. 4 

It is estimated that the proposed viaduct will cost from $125,000 to $175,000. 
The city’s part of the expense will be, approximately, one-half of the tota] cost. 
Under the terms of the unanimious report of the two committees the city is not 
required to make this immediate outlay, but is placed in the fortunate position 
where it may call for the improvement when it is assured that it is financially 
able to undertake its part of the expense. 


4. 
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In the report of the two council committees before which this matter has 
been under consideration it will be observed that in dealing with the several 
concessions asked for in addition to the Central avenue and Waverly place termi. 
nals, the railroads are required to bear considerably more, and the city consider- 
ably less, of the cost of the improvements made necessary by the newly arranged 
crossings of the city avenues affected, than proposed by the roads in their orig- 
inal offer. It seems that the committees have carefully guarded the interests of 
the city and that they have left nothing undone to bring about a satisfactory so- 
lution of the problem under consideration. 

All of which goes to show what can be done when business men get together 
to discuss a business proposition in a business way! 


At that time it seemed that the way was clear for conclusive action, 
but a sudden howl ensued and in the midst of the resulting consternation, 
when it appeared that the agreement would be fruitless, the Louisville and 
Nashville management terminated negotiations by withdrawing its proposition 
and retiring from the field. 


In discussing this development, The Constitution editorially said, on 
February 24, under the title “A Distinct Disappointment: ” 


Unfortunately the very large expenditure contemplated in the new buildings 
and terminals at Waverly place and Central avenue has been abandoned, and for 
the first time in fifty years Atlanta has taken a distinctly backward step in the 
work of encouragement of the bringing of new railroad lines to the city. 

Under the plans as proposed, and under the conditions as unanimously 
agreed upon by the street and bridge committees of council, the contemplated 
improvements were based upon Atlanta’s development expectancy for the next 
thirty years. Not a street was to be closed, subways and overhead crossings 
were to be improved and a free and unobstructed right of way for the extension 
of the Washington street viaduct, at such time as the city desired, was to be left with 
the express stipulation that when the city was ready té build the viaduct the rail- 
roads should pay for all that part over their tracks. Nothing fairer could have 
been asked and no more reasonable solution of the problem could have been 
expected than that proposed by the two council committees. 

The unanimous action of the committees was.mercilessly assailed and in ut- 
ter disgust, Mr. Smith has withdrawn from the field and concluded to do the best 
that can be done with the present facilities of the Georgia railroad. It will be 
found that, with his usual genius for meeting emergencies, he will make th f 
cilities already at his disposal answer the purpose of his road for a good ‘ieee 
years.

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PLIBLIC HEALTH MORE IMPORTANT THAN PUBLIC ROADS! 
When the present water reservoir was constructed, something like ten 
years ago, it was assumed that provisipn had been made for sufficient in- 
crease in the water supply for at least a long time. The reservoir then con- 
structed was built with an eye to the increase of the future; put so greatly 
his this increase exceeded any of the expectations of that time, that we find 
an imperative demand from the city for a greater supply than it is possible 
to obtain with the present facilities. Ome reason for the muddy condition 
of the water as it now runs through the city hydrants is that the drain 
upon the reservoir is so great there is no opportunity for the water to remain 
there long enough to permit its setting, and the filtration plant is, in con 
sequence, unable to cure it of all impurities. 

Some time ago the council, recognizing, the need for greater reservoir 
facilities, purchased a large tract of land adjoining the present reservoir. A 
survey of this shows that it is possible to construct here a new reservoir 
of almost double the capacity of the present one. Its construction would 
mean the trebling of the reservoir facilities of Atlanta and would, in conse- 
quence, not only remove the menace of supply based upon a single reser: 
voir, but would insure the.proper treatment, by settling, of water for the 
city, the supply of one reesrvoir being. drawn on while the other was 
setling. 

This land is ready to be converted into a reservoir which would be otf 
vast value to the people. The work of excavation and filling in is to be 
done by the county convicts, but there has been delay in putting them to 
work, on the plea that they have been needed on the roads. 

Now, however badly these men may be needed on the roads, we submit 
that the greater need is at the water works plant, where they might be push- 
ing forward the very important work of excavation on this new reservoir.

Mr. Edmonds, who is perhaps in closer 
touch with the conditions in the south 
than any other one man, declares that 
the- south is coming into its own after 
a weary journey.

Mr. Edmonds says: 

“It is almost time to begin to sing 
‘Hallelujah,’ and ‘Praise God from Whom 
all Blessings Flow,’ as we see the south 
‘is at last really out of the Wilderness and 
‘is entering the promised land. A long 
journey it has been, but we have reached 
the land of milk and honey, the land 
where abounding prosperity will dispel 
the Tiopelessness which for so many 
years dragged down the energy and life 
of much of the south.
